Friendly; personalized service has continued to 
make the Atwood’s store in downtown Upland 
successful for the past 72 years, according to John 
B. Atwood, manager. 

“Our customers are our friends,’”’ Atwood said. 
Store employees are considered friends, too. 
The average tenure of an employee is between 15 to 

20 years. 

Four generations of the Atwood family have 
worked in some capacity at the store located in the 
town center established by J.J. Atwood, W.C. 
Reynolds and L.N. Kirk in 1913. 

Currently, John B. Atwood and Gail Atwood 
Hilton work in the store. 


For Atwood the store became a means of 
occupying his retirement years after working at the 
Atwood/Blakeslee Lumber Co., which later became 
the Upland Lumber Co. 

The Atwoods bought out their partners in the 
clothing store and it has remained in the family ever 
since. 

Originally, the store emphasized dry goods, 
catering to the agricultural needs of the community. 
“As the community changed during the years, 

so has the store,” he said. 

Glenn Atwood, John B.’s father, operated the 
Store until John B. Atwood took over in 1952. 

At,one time the family had two other stores — 


one in Cucamonga and the other in Claremont. 
Those since have been closed and the current 
business has been expanded over the years. 

The original Atwood’s store was housed in the 
building where the women’s fashions are located. 
Over the years the family has acquired the 
remaining buildings to the south on that block, 
removing the walls between them to make room for 
the men’s store and beauty shop. 

“When we remodeled the store | sort of felt bad 


about taking some of the charm and nostalgia away. 


it would cost a lot of money today to duplicate the 
look, Atwood said. 


“My father never liked the idea of working at the 
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store so he never pushed it on me. | loved working 
here when | was younger. | used to aet 35 & per hour.” 

Although he grew up involved with the store, 
Atwood studied accounting and earned his 
accounting degree from Berkeley. He later taught 
high school for two years. 

He was in the Army when his father died 
suddenly and Atwood took over the reins at the 
store in 1952. 

“Operating this store provides an infinite 
amount of variety. One minute I’m the merchandise 
manager and the next minute I’m the janitor,” he 
said with a laugh. ‘This store is fascinating. I’ve 
always been interested in the fashion industry.” 


has occupied the same place. 


Atwood’s is a fashion store, he said, which 
relies on quality clothing and styles. “This is nota 
fad store.” 

Atwood said his family has no intention of 
relocating the store to a shopping center or mall. 
The store will remain where it has since 1913. 

“This store is a very rare thing in Southern 
California. It’s a successful independent store 
which remains in the hands of one family. We offer 
specialized service. We will special order for our 
customers and we even buy some things with 
certain customers in mind,” he said. ‘‘The store’ 
carries the same clothes one can buy at other !

Upland couple watches the face 
and character of a city change

Longtime Upland resident 
George Whitney was 
chairman of the planning 
commission trying to decide 
how the city would develop 
after World War II when 
growth started to boom. 

Whitney and six other 
planning commissioners in 
the late 1950s compiled the 
city’s general land use plan. 
They oversaw Upland’s 
transition from a primarily 
citrus grove areatoa 
predominantly residential 
community of about 55,000 
residents. 

The master plan set the 
groundwork for the 
construction standards the 
city would follow. 

The plan includes 
provisions for parks, schools, 
fire protection and garbage 
removal. 

“It was exciting to map out 
a city, but we knew exactly 


what we were doing,” he said. 


“I think if a person lives ina 
community it’s fun to help a 
community grow.” 

Whitney and his wife, 
Isabel, have been prominent 
through the years in the city’s 
development. 

Whitney first came to 
Upland in 1916 when he was 
two years old. His uncle, 
George Harrison, convinced 
Whitney’s father to move his 
family here. 

A.B. Whitney, Whitney’s 
father, bought 40 acres of 
lemon groves in an area now 
in Rancho Cucamonga. He 
moved his family into an old 
barn at the corner of 16th 


Street and San Antonio 
Avenue. 

The building was designed 
by Myron Hunt, whose 
designs also include the 
Huntington Museum and the 
Ambassador Hotel in Los 
Angeles. 

Whitney’s father served on 
the Upland City Council from 
1918 to 1920. 


Whitney attended public 
schools in the city, private 
school in Switzerland and he 
graduated from Webb School 
of California in Claremont. He 
later graduated from Williams 
College in Massachusetts and 
the Stanford Law School. 


Most of Upland and the 
surrounding area was citrus 
groves. Houses were spaced 
about a quarter of a mile 
apart. 


Whitney served on the 
Upland Planning Commission 
from 1951 to 1963. “The 
commission at that time was 
mostly interested in keeping 
houses out and protecting the 
citrus industry,” he said. 


With the citrus industry 
failing, the city decided to 
open its doors to 
homeowners. 


“| find that people generally 
have a love for some place. 
Growing up here in Upland | 
knew this place and ail the 
things that happened here 
were pleasant,”’ he said. 


Upland today still has a lot 
of possibilities. Whitney said 


he is looking to see how the 
city will grow in its northwest 
quadrant, the last area of the 
Upland open for residential 
use. 


Whitney met Mrs. Whitney 
while they both were in the 
U.S. Navy. She was working at 
the Eastern Sea Frontier in 
New York when a pesky 
fellow from the Sea Frontier 
in Morroco decided to check 
out the New York office. 


“| took him to lunch trying 
to get rid of him,” Mrs. 
Whitney said. “Later | moved 
to San Francisco and was 
working there. We kept in 
touch and finally we were 
married.” 


“Isabel and | decided to live 
in Upland. | found | could 
work in Los Angeles at 
Gibson, Dunn and Crutcher 
and live in Upland,” he said. 
“The valley always has been a 
beautiful place.” 


Mrs. Whitney served on the 
Mayor’s Advisory Committee 
from 1972 to 1978. She 
currently is amember of the 
city’s tree advisory 
committee. 


The Whitneys helped save 
the aging St. Mark’s Episcopal 
Church by organizing a fund 
raiser to preserve the church. 
It now is located on 
Eighteenth Street and is the 
Chaffey Communities Cultural 
Center. Mrs. Whitney is the 
chairman of the San 
Bernardino County Museum 
Commission.

Support group serves needs of petite women

SAN DIEGO — Karen 
Rockwell, 4 feet 11 inches tall, is 
not a toddler; she’s an adult, age 
36, someone who wears smart 
suits and closes lucrative real 
estate deals. 

But inevitably, Rockwell gets 
patted on the head — by many 
people, from those she bumps 
into in the supermarket to some 
of her clients — and it makes 
her furious. 

“People tend to think because 


you’re short, that you’re young 
and cuddly, and they just want to 
pat you on the head,” she says. 
Rockwell and 40 other San 
Diego women have had it up to 
here — or there — with that kind 
of treatment. Frustrated at being 
patted, treated like 2-year-olds, 
and unable to find enough 
clothes and shoes to fit, they 
have formed a combination 
fashion and emotional support 
group for each other, which 
they’ve dubbed, ‘‘Five’s the 
Limit,” five meaning 5 feet tall. 
“We allow guests to our 


meetings who are up to 5-foot-3, 
but not any taller,” Rockwell 
said. ‘‘Much taller than that, and 
we don’t think they would be 
interested in our problems.” 

The youngest member of the 
group is 23; the oldest, 80. The 
shortest woman is 4 feet 1012 
inches — “‘When you’re 4 feet 
10%, that 2 is important,”’ 
Rockwell says. The tallest 
member is 5 feet. 

They meet once a month for 
lunch or a fashion show, and 
often swap clothes and stories. 
Membership has largely been

HOLLYWOOD — To the 
outsider, ‘“The Mean Season” 
probably seems to be pretty 
exciting stuff, but to those of 
us in the profession it’s 
another day at the plant, 
another story. 

What we have is a yarn 
about another heroic and 
brilliant reporter, if you'll 
excuse the redundancies, 
risking everything to do the 
cops’ job for them and bring 
to justice a sociopathic killer. 

| can’t count the times 
things like that happen ina 
newspaper office. It seems 
like only yesterday, while 
checking my telephone 
messages, that | came across 
one reading: “Sociopathic 
killer called. Likes your style. 
Wants to chat. Will call back 
later.” 

| mean, that’s the way it is. 
Once you get into the 
newspaper business and slip

that press card in your 
hatband — guys like William 
Gargan and Lee Tracy used to 
look great when they did that 
— it’s a 24-hour-a-day job, and 
if you have to deal with sickos 
and weirdos ... well, in a lot of 
cases, so do they. 

Anyhow, that’s the gist of 
“The Mean Season,” based on 
the John Katzenbach novel, 
“In the Heat of the Summer.” 
The screenplay is by Leon 
Piedmont, and Phillip Borsos 
is the director. 

And, boy, do all three of 
them have a slightly distorted 
idea of newspapering. Every 
reporter on the fictitious 
newspaper featured in the 
movie, the Miami Journal, 
seems to be working on fate- 
of-the-world-in-the-balance 
stories. Who’s handling the 
flower shows and the teas 
and the ship movements and 
the like? Ah, well, sociopathic 
killers on the loose make for 
good melodrama — better, at 
least, than a flower show. 


In “The Mean Season,” 
which in south Florida means, 
| think, the steamy days that 
are harbingers of hurricanes 
— in south Florida that could 
be about any day, actually — 
an intrepid reporter (can’t 
escape those redundancies) 
named Malcolm Anderson 
(Kurt Russell) returns from 
vacation with every intention 
of giving his notice and 
repairing to Greeley, Colo., to 
work on a smaller newspaper. 
After eight years, Anderson is 
burned out. 

But that’s before the kook 
calls and says he is going to 
kill five persons, three men 
and two women, to duplicate 
another mass murder he had 
— and this is a bit fuzzy — 
either participated in, 
witnessed or heard about. He 
has, in fact, already started 
and had been impressed by 
Anderson’s story about the 
first victim. 

The newspaper calls in the 
cops, mostly as a formality 





because it’s obvious that, like 
most movie cops, they have 
an IQ of about 63. So it falls 
on Anderson to catch the 
killer, and it becomes 
personal when the killer 
kidnaps Anderson’s girlfriend, 
a fetching elementary school 
teacher named Christine 
(Mariel Hemingway.) 

What we have here, then, 
are the ingredients of a 
standard potboiler, although 
done more slickly than most. 
It would have been even more 
effective had director Borsos 
not frequently and needlessly 
resorted to schlock shock — 
Hemingway, in the requisite 
shower scene, being 
frightened out of her wits by 
Russell; Russell, in his 
darkened car, being scared 
out of his wits by Hemingway, 
hiding in the back seat. 

And then there’s this 
nagging bit of dramatic 
license, | guess it is: For the 
bulk of the movie the killer's 
face always is hidden when

he calls the reporter. Since, as 
it turns out, the killer is a total 
stranger, why? It’s not as 
though it’s someone the 
reporter knows or sees every 
day. So why hide the face 
from the audience since the 
killer’s identity wouldn’t mean 
anything anyhow? Ah, well. 
What Borsos apparently 
was determined to make was 
a risk-free melodrama, which 
he has done. And which 
probably explains why, 
whenever the movie begins 
flirting with significant 
journalistic issues, like 
responsibility vs. the people’s 
right to know, the movie veers 
back sharply to safer ground. 
Russell is a very fine young 
actor, and he does a manly 
job as Anderson. What he 
does best of all is not heroics, 
but imparting a feeling of the 
unbreakable, suffocating hold 
newspapering routinely exerts 
on a dedicated 
newspaperman. That much, at 
least, is very close to truth.

When people ask for a great 
Cabernet, |! can recommend a 
few without hesitation. But when 
they ask for a great Pinot Noir, | 
have to ask what they are 
looking for. 

That simply is because 
Cabernet can stand on its own 
two feet. It is a variety that often 
is compared with the great red 
wines of Bordeaux, but does not 
have to be. It is enjoyable on 
many levels and the consumer 
need not wonder what wine it is 
similar to. 

Pinot Noir, on the other hand, 
almost always is compared with 
the great red wines of Burgundy 
in France, which always are 
made from Pinot Noir grapes. 

Don’t get me wrong: Pinot 
Noir doesn’t have to smell or 
taste like French Burgundy to be 
a fine wine. There have been 
magnificent California Pinot 
Noirs that were not 
“Burgundian” in character and 
still were most enjoyable, and 
had the stamp of identity that 
people recognized as Pinot Noir, 
not Burgundy. 

Yet it is that Burgundian 
character that wine makers try to 
achieve, and if that is the 
character you are seeking, then | 
suggest fetching a bottle of the 
41981 Kalin Cellars Pinot Noir, 
designated Cuvee WD. 

This wine probably is not 
definitive Burgundy in all of its 
components, but it comes 

awfully close. The most striking 
thing about it is the aroma. First 
impression is faded roses anda 
reminiscence of cherries. 

The taste is not as full and 
rich as some California Pinot 
Noirs, and for that reason 
emulates the delicacy of a fine 
Pommard. 

Indeed, if this wine has a weak 
spot it is in the aftertaste, where 
it lacks a bit of the crisp 
fruitiness one might find ina 
great Burgundy. 


Ah, but this truly is an unfair 
comment, since the Kalin Cellars 
wine is superb on its own, 
without comparisons, and what’s 
more is that a Burgundy of 
similar quality would probably 
cost about $20; the Kalin Cellars 
is $15. 


Moreover, the structure of the 
wine is such that it probably will 
age well for the next few years, 
and that means the complexity 
of the wine’s taste is sure to 
improve. 

Another Burgundian-style 
effort that | enjoyed was the 
1981 Dehlinger Pinot Noir ($10), 
which shows a fragrant delicacy 
in the aroma and plenty of 
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California Pinot Noir can capture French flavor 


richness in the body of the wine. 

The Dehlinger is a superb 
example of learning the grapes. | 
tasted the 1979, 1980 and 1981 
Dehlinger Pinot Noirs side by 
side the other day, and found the 
’79 to be coarse and indistinct, 
and the 1980 to be full, round 
and not very complex. The 1981 
clearly was better than the 
others, showing that Tom 
Dehlinger has found the right 
method. 

Another exceptional effort ina 
Burgundian-style is the new i982 
Smith-Madrone Pinot Noir, 
adorned with a sleeker new label 
and a lower price tag. At $10, 
this is a good value. 

The aroma has that cherry-ish 
tone that great Burgundies have, 
and the high acidity indicates 
that this wine will improve in the 
bottle. Stu and Charlie Smith 
have made an elegant wine here, 
with staying power yet 
immediate drinkability. 

Any of the three wines will 
yield enjoyment, and show the 
style of Burgundy without the 
high cost. 

Before proceeding, | ought to 
mention two things about this 
search for French-style Pinot 
Noir: price and color. 

| may be recommending what 
to some appear to be expensive 
wines. But | contend that 
comparable-quality wines from 
France would cost 50 percent to 
100 percent more. Also, don’t 
assume that because | am 
writing glowing things about 
these wines that they are dark 
and full-bodied. All of them are 
light in color and delicate in 
body, though they may be rich in 
fruit. That’s the great charm of 
the Pinot Noir variety. 

| realize, too, that some people 
may feel this argument about 
“French-style” or “Burgundian” 
Pinot Noir is somewhat 
academic. Gertrude Stein might 
have said that red wine is red 
wine. 

That is true, of course, but as 
one traverses up the ladder of 
wine appreciation, the slight 
differences become apparent, 
and those differences are what 
‘make horse races and wine 
preferences. 

So to clarify a bit what I’m 

talking about, here are two Pinot 
Noirs that clearly are ‘‘non- 
Burgundian”’ in nature. That is, 
they are Californian in style. 

One of the best examples of 
that is the 1982 Gundiach 
Bundschu Pinot Noir Rhinefarm 
Vineyards, an excellent value at 
$8.50. 

The huge aroma of this wine is 
not of faded cherries, but of 
freshly picked ones. The color, 
again, is lighter than many 
wines, but the taste is very full 












and almost heady. In fact, that 
may be why the wine is priced as 
low as it is: It is 14.3 percent 
alcohol, no sleeping violet. 
Likewise, the 1982 De Loach 
Pinot Noir ($10) is an attractive, 
fruity and intensely flavored 


wine that lacks that Burgundian 
uniqueness. Yet the fruit and 
vivacity of the wine are most 
appealing. And its structure 
indicates it will age handsomely. 


Should, then, the Gundlach 
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Bundschu and De Loach wines 
be disparaged just because they 
lack Burgundian character? 
Certainly not. Both are 
exceptionally well made and 
show a sprightly personality of 
their own.

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Alta Loma Junior High School once again 
has been chosen as one of 10 exemplary 
junior high schools in California to compete 
in the National Secondary School 
Recognition Program. 


It is the only junior high in the state that 
has been nominated three times for 
consideration as an exemplary school in 
California, said principal Jim Dyer. Last year 
the school received an honorable mention in 
the national program started by President 
Reagan in 1983. 


The first year of the program, the junior 
high was nominated but wasn’t chosen as a 
state exemplary school and never made it to 
the national competition. 

Dyer is hoping for more this year. ‘‘I’d like 
to go to Washington,” he said. “All we have 
to do is win.” 


It is up to the U.S. Department of 
Education to decide if Dyer will be at the 
White House reception in August. A 
committee of 16 will select schools for a 
national review visit, the outcome of which 
will determine the national exemplary 
schools, Dyer explained. 

And he is optimistic. ‘““We have an 
outstanding school ... There are many, many 
super schools; this is one of them,” Dyer 
said. 

Nonetheless, the principal conceded, “I was 
surprised we were nominated again.” He 
thought the program would attempt to 
identify schools never before nominated. The 
first two years of the program, schools were 
nominated by county superintendents. “They 
found it politically awkward to do it,” said 
Norma Carolan, research analyst with the 
division of program evaluation and research 
with the State Department of Education. 

This year state officials had enough data 


information to nominate the schools, she 
explained. They nominated 75 of more than 
1,000 junior high and middle schools in the 
state to compete for selection as a state 
exemplary school on the basis of CAP 
(California Assessment Program) test scores 
for reading and math in the eighth grade, the 
enrollment in algebra and science, and the 
improvements schools have made in light of 
obstacles, Carolan said. 

Test scores are higher at Alta Loma than 
what might be expected, Dyer said. He 
explained that on the 3-R’s Achievement and 
Ability Test, Alta Loma students score on the 
mean on ability but above the national 
average on achievement. 

Dyer’s students are at a unique age level, 
he said. “There is tremendous physical and 
social growth but intellectual growth is 
stagnant ... It’s at its lowest ebb in all of life. 
So the thing we emphasize is self- 
awareness,” he added. This is accomplished 
by teaching students to be proud of what 
they do. “We give tons of awards to 
students,” Dyer said. 

Alta Loma’s emphasis was never more 
evident than at last year’s award ceremony 
when nine junior high schools accepted their 
awards as exceptional schools in the state. 
Only Alta Loma and one other school 
brought a student along to accept the award. 
“| was stunned that that was all that brought 
along a kid,” Dyer said. 

This year eighth grader and student body 
president Jodi Nelson will join seven school 
officials in accepting the state award in 
Sacramento on March 8. Jodi said she 
observed that the student body wasn’t as 
excited this year as they had been last year. 
“Maybe its because we won two years ina 
row,” she said. “They just think its no big 
thing.” 0

To help home gardeners 
choose top-performing flowers 
and vegetables for their gardens 
each year, for over half a century 
All-America Selections has been 
testing and evaluating new 
varieties designed to be grown 
from seed by the average home 
gardener. 

Watch for the “All-America 
Selections Winner” logo beside 
varieties in the 1985 seed 
catalogs, for these will be the 
flowers and vegetables proved 
best in their class. On local seed 
racks, watch for the same red, 
white and blue logo on the 
packets. Winners for the current 
year uSually are available only 
from mail-order catalogs. 

An All-America award is hard 
won. Winners are selected 
strictly for the benefit of the 
home gardener, and no points 
are given for qualities beneficial 
only to commercial growers. In 
60 trial grounds throughout 
North America, expert trial 
judges try each year to place 
themselves in the shoes of the 
home gardener when scoring 
entries of new vegetable and 
flower varieties. 

Flowers are evaluated for the 
color and attractive form of the 
blossoms, resistance to disease, 
insects and weather stresses, 
prolonged flowering, uniformity 
and fragrance. 


Vegetables are evaluated for 
flavor, yield, appearance, texture, 
disease resistance, production 
and space efficiency, nutrition 
and novelty value. 

One of the oldest All-America 
Selections winners among the 
flowers are the “Gleam”’ 
nasturtiums. In 1935 both 
Golden Gleam and Scarlet 
Gleam were gold-medal winners, 
which means they represented a 
major breakthrough, an 
unprecedented improvement, in 
their class. Though I’m fond of 
all kinds of nasturtiums, Scarlet 
Gleam remains my very favorite, 
for its fast carpeting semi- 
trailing habit, wonderful 
fragrance, pretty apple-green 
foliage and the luminous sheen 
to its semi-double blooms. 

Last summer a whole corner 
of our upper garden shone with 
Scarlet Gleam, the clear bright 
orange-scarlet blooms brilliantly 
broadcast over a carpet of light- 
green foliage. 

Other old family favorites 
among All-America flower 
winners still on the market are 
Royal Carpet alyssum and Dark 
Opal basil. Royal Carpet is a 
lovely deep purple, strongly 
fragrant and easy to grow. 

it still surprises me how few 
gardeners are familiar with Dark 
Opal. Visitors to my garden 
never fail to marvel over its 
beauty and intense fragrance. Its 
pink flower spikes held above

Poor little beleaguered ‘‘Suzie”’ is back in the news again 
these days. That’s Suzie as in Susan B. Anthony, the dollar 
nobody wants. 

Well, the public is going to get yet another chance to adopt 
the orphan, thanks to the U.S. Mint. : 

The mint seems to think the law of supply and non-demand is 
a good reason for trying again to peddle the coin. 

The public shunned her when she was introduced in 1979 
because (among other things) she too closely resembled a 
quarter, causing havoc for those with less than 20-20 vision 
whoconstantly shortchanged themselves. 

The merchant shunned her, for there was no space in the 
cash register. 

And, in the end, even 
turned down the Mother Mint’s efforts to pawn 
but no thanks. 

The public just was not buying. 

Now, though, you can get them by the hundreds, delivered 
right to your door, according to Donna Pope, U.S. Mint director. 

The SBA dollar was introduced in 1979 as an alternative to 
the dollar note. 

Minted at Philadelphia, 
two years before being discontinued in 
The only ’81 Anthonys struck were for use i 
Uncirculated collector sets. 

There are three purchase options for obtaining the 1979 and 
1980 dollars. 

Option 1 — You can geta complete set of six coins, one from 
each of the mints for both production years. Sealed in mylar, the 
six $1 coins sell for $10. 

Option 2 — You can get a bag of 100 coins from a specific 
mint and year for only $110. And this may not be a bad buy if you 
want to pay your money and take your choice. The choice, 
however should be the Anthonys struck in 1980 at San Francisco. 
By then the government was realizing it had a coin on its hands 
that wasn’t going to fly and minting operations were scaling 
down. 

Only 20,422,000 of the 1980-S coins were made, making it the 
lowest of all circulation-struck Anthonys. 

In 1979 there were 109,576,000 of the S-Mint Suzies. The ’80-S 
lists for about $2.50 these days if you want to buy one. 

Selling, however may be another story. Dealers will buy for 
about $1.75 — if they’re buying. But they may not be, because 
they, too, can purchase bags direct should they choose to do so.A 
speculative buy at best for the little guy, it would seem. 

Option 3 — You can buy an original bag of 2,000 coins direct 
from the mint’s vaults. Here, too, you may specify date and 
mintmark. The cost is $2,050. 

All prices include the cost of shipping and handling. 

Option 1 will be mailed by first-class mail. The others will 
besent by registered mail. Allow four to six weeks for delivery. 

All coins are uncirculated, using regular production methods 
and are taken directly from the mint’s inventory. 

Send check or money order (payable only in U.S. currency 
and drawn on aU.S. bank) to United States Mint, P.O. Box 500, 

Philadelphia, PA 19105.

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“Expanding lens inventory” 
is easily said, but making the 
proper selections is a serious 
matter and needs to be given 
some thought. After all, 
unless it’s dropped or 
submerged or abused in 
some other way, Chances are 
the lens you select today still 
will be in your camera bag for 
many years, working just as 
well as the day you bought it. 
How about lens quality? 
Well, if you purchase a lens 
made by any of the major 
camera manufacturers, you're 
going to get a pretty good 
product. Minolta, Canon, 
Nikon, Pentax and Olympus 
all sell lenses — sometimes 
they are made in-house, other 
times they are made on 
contract. But either way, the 
standards are quite high. 








































































































Photographic lenses are 
one place where price is a 
pretty fair indication of 
quality. But even with a high 
price, it’s still a good idea to 
ask around a bit to see if 
anyone has had experience 
with that particular model. 
Then, too, several of the well- 
known photo magazines 
publish lens tests that could 
serve as a basis for quality 
comparisons. 
























































But don’t overlook the 
independent lens 
manufacturers. Some of them 
make excellent products, too. 
That’s why | encourage you 
to ask questions, compare 
reports and even try the lens 
yourself (if the dealer 
permits) in order to make 
certain you’re comfortable 
with the results. 






































Speed? The speed of alens 
refers to its maximum 
aperture. Obviously, then, 
‘faster’ lenses transmit more 
light than ‘‘slow”’ lenses. Is it 
important? Here again, it 
depends on the type of 
photography you do. It’s nice 
to be able to brag about 
having an f1.4 lens rather 
than an f2. But remember the 
f1.4 lens is going to be quite 
a bit more expensive than the 
slower f2. If available light 
photography is a major part 
of your photographic activity, 
go ahead, spend the extra 
money. However, if most of 
your pictures get taken 
outdoors or indoors with a 
flash, then go for the f2 and 
let the extra money gather 























































































































interest in your bank account 
until something else comes 
along. 


Versatility and 
compatibility. Should you 
select a zoom lens or go with 
several single focal length 
lenses? Today’s zoom lenses 
are very good. However, there 
still are those supercritical 
folks who think the greatest 
sharpness is obtained only by 
using single focal length 
lenses. 


Admittedly, there probably 
is some tradeoff, but you’d 
notice little if any decreased 
sharpness in a zoom lens 
without some rather 
sophisticated test 
equipment. Additionally, 
there’s a weight factor to 
consider. One zoom lens is a 
lot easier to carry than the 
four or five single focal 
length lenses it replaces. On 
this question, you'll just have 
to make your own decision 
which way to go. 


As for compatibility, you’ll 
need to make certain the lens 
you have your eye on will 
couple properly with your 
camera. If all those little slots 
and pins don’t line up, 
chances are something (such 
as your through-the-lens 
metering) won’t work the way 
it should. 


| also feel it’s handy to 
have all your lenses work 





basically the same way. For 
example, if you turn the 
barrel clockwise to focus 
several of your lenses, one 
that focuses by turning the 
barrel counterclockwise will 
always feel just a bit strange 
to you. And if you are used to 
having zoom and focusing 
controls separate, having a 
sliding control that both 
zooms and focuses will 
require you to shift gears 
mentally every time it’s used. 


There’s one more thing we 
should talk about during this 
session on lenses, and that’s 
coatings. I’m sure you’ve 
noticed how most modern 
lenses have a bluish or 
yellowish hue to them. That’s 
the result of coatings applied 
by the manufacturer. Glass 
both reflects and transmits 
light, so what the lens 
makers want to do is reduce 
the amount of light being 
reflected and increase the 
amount of light being 
transmitted. 


Lenses are coated with 
several fine layers (called 
multicoatings in product 
literature) that help reduce 
internal reflections and 
produce brighter pictures 
with truer colors. If we always 
took our pictures with the 
sun at our back, lens 
coatings wouldn’t be quite so 
important. But whenever we 
need to take a backlighted 
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picture, lens coatings are put 
to the test in eliminating 
ghost images or reducing 
those repeating flared dots 
that are so typical of 
photographs taken into the 
sun. 

Multicoating technology 
has advanced a great deal in 
the past few years — and it’s

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Q. My husband and | are 
elderly and feel like we cannot 
properly care for a pet within our 
home.

We also enjoy watching 
the birds that fly through our 
yard. 

Do you have any suggestions 
on how we can attract more 
birds and wildlife to our yard? 

A. There are many reasons 
why people wish to attract wild 
birds and animals to their yards. 
Many people enjoy the visual 
pleasure and variety of the many 
different wild creatures. Others 
gain great personal satisfaction 
from feeding, watering and 
providing habitats for wildlife 
throughout the times of the year 
when inclement weather is the 
rule. 

Most wildlife must overcome 
many hardships daily. Many 
birds must spend a number of 
their waking hours searching for 
food. 

Most wildlife, especially birds, 
is very beneficial to us. Each 
songbird eats a tremendous 
number of harmful insects that 


It has been stated that each 
songbird eats insects equivalent 
to 20 percent of its body weight 
daily. A single warbler can eat as 
many as 3,500 aphids in one 
hour. Swallows can catch over 
2,000 flying insects in a day. 

Birds in agricultural areas eat 
more than 300 weed seeds for 
each square foot of soil surface 
yearly. A single bobwhite quail 
can eat 5,000 to 15,000 weed 
seeds in one day.

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Owls prey on wild mice and 
rats. Woodpeckers eat grubs and 
insects that damage trees. 
Hawks feed on grasshoppers. 
Toads eat slugs, flies, 
mosquitoes, and other flying 
insects. Many snakes destroy 
mice, rats and other harmful 
rodents. Skunks, opossums and 
raccoons feed on grubs and 
other insects. 

You can attract beneficial 
wildlife to your yard by providing 
appropriate food, water and 
proper habitats. 

The largest group of bird you 
can attract to your yard is the 
seed-eating bird. Examples are 
blue jays, cardinals, red-winged 
blackbirds, some woodpeckers 
and sparrows. Properly 
constructed bird feeders will 
attract these birds. 

Some seed-eating birds prefer 
eating off the ground. Morning 
doves, quail and pheasants are 
examples. Some woodpeckers 
and flickers prefer seed feeders. 


Chickadees and nuthatchers 
like high-energy fat, including 
congealed bacon grease or meat 
drippings mixed with seeds, or 
peanut butter mixed with seeds. 


Mockingbirds, scarlet 
tanagers and orioles are fruit- 
eating birds. They often can be 
attracted with raisins or bits of 
fruit. 


Hummingbirds can be 
attracted with hummingbird 
feeders that contain brightly 
colored, sweetened nectar. 

Planting ground cover, bushes 
and trees often will help attract 
wildlife. Houses designed for the 
particular types of birds in your 
area also will be helpful. The

A 50-cent stamp honoring 
Fleet Adm. Chester W. Nimitz, 
whose tactics and teadership 
were instrumental in key naval 
victories in the Pacific during 
World War Il, was issued Feb. 22 
in Fredericksburg, Texas, his 
birthplace 100 years ago. 

Appointed to the Naval 
Academy at the age of 15, Nimitz 
graduated with distinction in 
1905. He was chief of the Bureau 
of Navigation when the 
Japanese attacked Pearl Harbor 
on Dec. 7, 1941, and was often 
called into consultation in the 
ensuing days. He so impressed 
Secretary of the Navy Frank 
Knox that he had Nimitz 
appointed commander of the 
Pacific Fleet. 


His mark was made at the 
Battle of Midway in June 1942. 
The positioning of his carriers 
made the sinking of four 
Japaneses carriers possible and 
permitted the allies to shift into 
the offensive. His ships 
drastically reduced the size and 
power of the Japanese navy 
during the battles of the 
Philippine Sea and Leyte Gulf. 
His forces aided in the capture 
of lwo Jima and Okinawa, and 
were raiding Japan in 1945 when 
the war ended. 

Known for his tact and 
serenity, Nimitz also was an 
expert judge of men and one of 
the Navy’s foremost 
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administrators and strategists. 
After World War Il he became 
chief of naval operations and 
later served as UN commissioner 
for India and Pakistan. He died in 
1966. 

The Nimitz stamp is the 18th 
in the Great American series of 
regular postage issues. It was 
designed by Chris Calle, printed 
in brown on the intaglio press 
and features a full-face view of 
Nimitz looking to his left. Two 
lines of type in the lower left 
corner read “USA 50,” while 
“Chester W. Nimitz” appears on 
the right side in a single line of 
vertical type.
